consented to the announcement that 
they would withdraw the proposed in­ 
creases in freight rates, which the ad­ 
ministration had enjoined by the Fed­ 
eral court in 
Missouri 
early 
last 
week. 
They further 
covenanted to 
make no further effort 
to 
increase 
rates until the pending railroad bill 
has become a law. 
This means that all future increas­ 
es in rates proposed by these rail­

latitude of eleven months is allowed 
the commission in which to investi­ 
gate the proposed rate increases, un­
